1.1 . The  Office  of  Logistics  Management  (A/LM)  requests 
posts  to  answer  a question  regarding  customs  by  January 
27  in  order  to  facilitate  current  negotiations  with  the 
Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  designating  the  Department 
of  State  (DOS)  as  the  transportation  service  provider 
for  DoD  military  and  civilian  personnel  assigned  to 
diplomatic  and  consular  posts  overseas.
